His father 
served in the Union Army in the 
Civil War, and was twice severely 
wounded in battle.

I Mr. Stevenson was one 
of the friends of Taft who deter- 
mined to force his renomination 
through. 

This was his last great battle in 
national politica. Henceforth he 
determined “to have nothing more 
to do with politics,” a determina- 
tion he departed from in 1916, 
when he was a delegate to the na- 
tional convention, but adhered to 
in 1918. Largely because of his 
stand in 1912, Mr. Stevenson wes 
known as a conservative, some- 
times as a reactionary.

ing has far more serious conse- 
quences than it has in adults. For 
not only may it have the effects 
that I have enumerated for the 
adults, but is very often cloys the 
children’s appetites for the foods 
that they need for growth and de- 
velopment. In a child with a 
diabetic tendeney it would pre- 
cipitate that disease. 
It used to be thought that candy 
was the cause of much of the den- 
tal decay by direct fermentative 
action on the teeth, We now know 
that the action of candy in causing 
dental caries ig not so much by 
direct action but by indirect action 
—it causes the diet to become un- 
balanced and insufficient so that 
the lime, phosphorous, iron and 
other organic elements are defi- 
cient; in this way there is not 
enough of them to be deposited in 
the teeth, so the teeth soften and 
decay.

It has no protein, no 
vitamins no inorganic salts, no any- 
thing but energy-—~<alories. Three 
cubes of sugar equal 100 calories.
